AUTHORITY TO EXECUTE MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING (MOU) 
BETWEEN THE CITY OF LOS ANGELES AND THE UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA 
AT LOS ANGELES (UCLA) FOR THE USE OF UCLA’S SOLVENTS, AUTOMOTIVES, 
FLAMMABLES AND ELECTRONICS (S.A.F.E.) COLLECTION CENTER 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. Approve and forward this report with transmittals to the Mayor with the request that the 
Board of Public Works be authorized to execute a Memorandum of Understanding 
(MOU) with UCLA for the use of their Solvents, Automotive, Flammables and Electronics 
(S.A.F.E.) Collection Center for a term of six years; 


2. Upon the Mayor's authorization, the President or two members of the Board of Public 
Works will execute the Agreement; and 


3. Return the executed Agreement to the Bureau of Sanitation for the further processing 
(Contact Brian Ann at 213-485-3827 for pick up). 


FISCAL IMPACT STATEMENT 


This agreement will allow the City of Los Angeles to provide a convenient location to its 
residents in the west Los Angeles area to recycle and dispose of their Household Hazardous 
Waste. This contract will use Special Funds from the Household Hazardous Waste Program, 
which are appropriated on Fund 100, Department 82, Account 003040, "Residential Special 
Materials collections facilities and mobile events contract" line item 76 in fiscal year 2012-2013.

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DISCUSSSION 


Background 
The improper disposal of Residential Special Material (RSM) such as paint, batteries, solvents, 


and other unwanted chemicals can contaminate groundwater and deplete natural resources. 
California Resources Code 41500 and California State Regulation, Title 14, Section 18751.1 
requires all jurisdictions to maintain and implement a Household Hazardous Waste Element that 
address the safe collection , recycling, treatment and disposal of household hazardous wastes 
generated by households within the jurisdiction. 


As a result, the Bureau has created an elaborate infrastructure consisting of permanent 
solvents, Automotives, Flammables, and Electronics (S.A.F.E.) Collection Centers, temporary 
community collection events, and universal waste collection points to provide residents with 
safe, convenient and legal means to properly recycle and/or dispose of their RSM. 


The City’s RSM program has significantly expanded over the years to meet the demand for safe 
and convenient RSM disposal options. Due to the increased demand, the City moved from 
resource intensive mobile events to permanent S.A.F.E. Centers. SAFE Centers are most 
effective when they are located in or near the area they are intended to serve. Early in the 
developmental process of siting SAFE Centers, staff recognized the need for a facility in 
western area of the City. However, finding viable sites in this area of City proved very difficult. 
In 2004, the Bureau began discussions with University of California Los Angeles (UCLA) to 
utilize a portion of their soon io be constructed Environmental Health and Safety Building for 
SAFE Center operations. Staff determined that this facility is ideally located to meet the needs 
of the West Los Angeles communities. 


UCLA agreed to partner with the City of Los Angeles, Bureau of Sanitation, to utilize their facility 
and provide service to City and County residents. In January 2007, the Board of Public Works 
executed a six year contract (C-110759) with UCLA for the use of their facility as a SAFE 
Center. This contract expires January 11, 2013. By allowing the City and County of Los 
Angeles residents use of their collection facility, UCLA is assisting the Bureau of Sanitation in 
serving a substantial public interest by promoting recycling and reducing illegal dumping which 
pollutes our waterways and harms the community's health. During fiscal year 2011-12, over 
7,000 residents used the facility amounting to over 600,000 pounds of RSM collected. 


In order to continue to provide service to the City and County residents, the Bureau of Sanitation 
recommends a six (6) year MOU with UCLA for the ongoing use of their facility for the collection 
of RSM. This agreement shall remain in effect from January 12, 2013 for a period of six years, 
unless sooner terminated pursuant to the terms of the agreement. The estimated cost to the 
City to partner with UCLA's Hazardous Waste Collection Facility will be approximately $120,000 
for the first year with a built in adjustment to reflect the cumulative changes in the Consumer 
Price Index, not to exceed 5% each year for the duration of the MOU. The cost will provide 
UCLA with the funding necessary to maintain and manage the facility. The UCLA S.A.F.E. 
Collection Center is open between 8:00 a.m. to 2:00 p.m. from Thursday through saturday. 
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Proposed Term of Contract 
The proposed contract term of the MOU with UCLA will be for six (6) years. The total contract 


ceiling for this MOU is $820,000. The current annual estimated cost for the MOU is $120,000 for 
the first year with a built in adjustment to reflect the cumulative changes in the Consumer Price 
Index, not to exceed 5% each year for the duration of the MOU.

Hazardous waste material 
management is currently being performed by a contractor.

Responsibility for administration of this MOU will be with Solid Resources Citywide Recycling 
Division, Bureau of Sanitation. 


Approval as To Form 
The MOU has been reviewed by the City Attorney’s Office and has been approved as to form. 


status of Financing 
The overall cost ceiling for this contract is established at $2,000,000 for the length of the entire 


coniract period. The total assigned funding for the six year contract is as follows: 


1. $120,000 is available for expenditure out of Fund 100, Department 82, Account 003040, 
“Residential Special Materials collections facilities and mobile events contract" line item 
76 In fiscal year 2012-2013. 

2. Funding for future years will be made available through the normal budgetary process 


The contract includes a “Financial Liability Clause” which states that the City’s liability under this 
contract shall only be to the extent of the present appropriation to fund the Contract. However, if 
the City shall appropriate funds for any succeeding years, the City’s liability shall be extended to 
the extent of such appropriation, subject to the terms and conditions of the contract.
